District council commemorates war 
with booklets for all schoolchildren 


SOUTH Somerset District Council has helped 
commemorate the First World War by issuing 
21,000 booklets to all schoolchildren in the area. 

The booklets were paid for by a grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and were produced by the 
Community Heritage Access Centre (CHAC) with 
help from the Imperial War Museum's 1914 Cen¬ 
tenary Partnership. 

A character called Daisy takes the children on 
a journey through life during the First World War 
in South Somerset and also tells the story of 
some of the soldiers that went away to fight. The 
books have been distributed to all the schools in 
the district but some are waiting until November 
to pass them on to their pupils. 

Richard Powell, headteacher at East Coker 
Community Primary School commented: "I was 
very impressed with the booklets; they are an 
appropriate and accessible way of teaching our 
children about the War in the local context. We 
are going to refer to them in assemblies nearer 
to Remembrance Day and teachers will also use 
them in class at the appropriate level before we 
distribute them. 

"The older children will certainly access them 
fully, the younger ones will have their awareness 
raised and will gradually appreciate the books as 
they get older. Congratulations and thanks to all 
involved." 

The booklets have proved so popular that 
South Somerset District Council has been ap¬ 


proached by schools outside the area for copies. 
It has also been decided to print more copies of 
the booklets to sell to the general public, as even 
though aimed at children, adults have enjoyed 
the information and photographs in them as 
well. 

Councillor Sylvia Seal, Portfolio Holder for 
Leisure and Culture at South Somerset District 
Council, said:"The booklets have been gratefully 
received by schools across south Somerset and 
we hope that the educational information con¬ 
tained within if useful to the children and helps 
them to commemorate the First World War this 
year. 

"Staff have worked very hard at producing the 
booklets and we are very grateful for the grant 
we received from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
which made the making of the booklets possi¬ 
ble. Thanks must also go to the Imperial War Mu¬ 
seum's 1914 Centenary Partnership for their help 
in producing the booklet."

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Council to consider future of libraries 
with "no plans to close any buildings' 


SOMERSET County Council is to consider pro¬ 
posals which will create savings of almost 
£500,000 from the libraries budget without closing 
any facilities. 

A paper is going to the council’s cabinet on Oc¬ 
tober 22nd exploring a range of new proposals, 
which will see no library buildings close but will 
make savings of £472,000. 

Extending wi-fi and expanding the outreach 
services for those who cannot visit a library are 
just some of the proposals being put forward by 
the county. 

If approved, the proposals will then be going out 
for formal consultation at the beginning of No¬ 
vember, when everyone will have a chance to 
comment before any decisions are made. 

Proposals include seeing wi-fi installed in all li¬ 
braries across the county, outreach services ex¬ 
panded for those who cannot visit a library, 
phasing out the lending of CDs, making changes 
to how the Performing Arts Library Service is de¬ 
livered and introducing criteria for stops on the 
mobile library route. 

There have been no proposals put forward that 
would see any library buildings close or commu¬ 
nities becoming responsible for the running of any 
libraries. 

Councillor David Hall, cabinet member with re¬ 


sponsibility for libraries, said: “These proposals 
will enable us to provide a good quality library 
service, whilst potentially saving the council 
nearly £500,000. As the proposals show, there are 
still tough decisions to make, but I want to stress 
we have no plans to close any library buildings. 
These proposals will support us in keeping them 
open for all to enjoy.” 

The majority of proposals aim to have as little 
impact on frontline services as possible. A man¬ 
agement restructure will take place to ensure the 
service is well positioned to improve and encour¬ 
age reading, improve health, improve access to in¬ 
formation and increase digital usage take up. 

A 10 week consultation is set to start on Novem¬ 
ber 3rd when the public and key stakeholders will 
have their chance to comment on the proposals. A 
final decision on the way forward will be made in 
February 2015. 

■ BOOKWORMS will be able to explore litera¬ 
ture of four genres this autumn by picking up a 
reading Passport from their local Somerset library. 

All 34 Somerset libraries will be taking part in 
the scheme and supplies of passports are expected 
to be snapped up quickly. This year’s Reading 
Passport explores four exciting genres - poetry, 
science fiction, romance and the world of mystery. 


Library members aged 16 and over can enter two 
prize draws by reviewing books from the four gen¬ 
res between October and the end of December. 
There will be a regional prize of a £150 book gift 
card and a Somerset Library Services draw for a 
Nook e-reader. 

Councillor David Hall, Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member with responsibility for li¬ 
braries, said: “The aim of this project is to promote 
and celebrate reading, and to encourage readers to 
try books they might not otherwise pick up. 

“We hope that as many people as possible will 
join us on a reading journey and enter the compe¬ 
titions.” 

Two of this year’s featured authors, Adam Nevill 
and Gareth Powell, will give talks at Bridgwater 
Library on October 9th at 2.30pm. To book a 
place, emai brwlib@somerset.gov.uk or call Som¬ 
erset Direct on 0845 345 9177. 

Now in its third year, the Reading Passport was 
the brainchild of Read South West, a consortium 
of Reading Development Librarians based in pub¬ 
lic libraries throughout the South West. The proj¬ 
ect is funded by South West Regional Library 
Service, Literature Works, Arts Council England 
and the Royal Literary Fund.

IT was interesting looking back on my report on 
the last time MK Dons visited Huish Park that I 
had to mention the referee’s poor performance, 
and the antics of both manager Karl Robinson 
and his players.
